Project Description — Landslide repair on US 421 from 0.2 mile south of junction KY 406 at
Stinnett north 1.0 mile (2002BPOC) (10CCCR).

. PURPOSE AND NEED

This project is necessary due to the safety issues deriving from the recurring landslides along
the US 421 Corridor between MP 15.2 and 16.2 in Leslie County. These landslides create
pavement breaks which cause the vehicles along this route, as they are coming down steep
grades, to have a vertical drop of several inches which is extremely hazardous during inclement
weather. The current Average Daily Traffic is 3,000 and the geometric deficiencies of two traffic
lanes of 10ft in width as well as the 2ft shoulders make it difficult for vehicle maneuver around
the pavement as it tends to slide and break off in long stripes that cover half-lanes. He
geometrics of the roadway throughout the project location includes steep grades between 6.5%
to 8.4% as well as horizontal curves that do not give adequate sight distance which makes it
difficult to avoid pavement breaks. Continuing maintenance for this stretch of road could be
alleviated from having to repeatedly patch and reinforce with various means.

The selected Consultant will be required to provide Phase | Roadway Design, including the
preparation of engineering studies, identification of appropriate typical sections, identifying any
utility impacts, performing drainage design, developing dependable cost estimates, conducting
and preparing documents for public meetings, and preparation of approval of the appropriate
environmental document. The environmental document at this time is expected to be a
Categorical Exclusion.

The selected consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform Phase Il
roadway design when Phase | is complete. Phase Il design will include the preparation of any
design studies, drainage design, right-of-way plans, construction plans, traffic control plans and
cost estimates as necessary to provide Final Grade, Drain and Surfacing Plans for the project.
